Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  for  1963. 


The  number  of  births  (396)  is  the  highest  since  1947  and  the  corrected 
birth  rate  19.4  compares  with  18.2  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  also  the 
highest  since  1947.  The  number  of  deaths  (246)  gives  a  corrected  death  rate 
of  11.6  while  the  death  rate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  was  12.2.  The  high 
death  rate  for  the  District  is  reflected  throughout  England  and  Wales  and  is 
partly  accounted  for  by  the  very  severe  winter  conditions  pertaining  from 
January  to  the  middle  of  March.  Of  the  total  deaths  (246),  184  were  over  65 
years  of  age,  and  118  were  over  75  years. 


There  were  5  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  12.6  which  is  to  be  compared  with  20.9  for  England  and  Wales  -  once 
again  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  All  the  deaths  occurred  during  the  first 
month  of  life. 


It  is  interesting  to  record  that  deaths  from  malignant  disease  of  the 
respiratory  system  fell  from  22  to  8  during  the  year. 
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The  infectious  diseases  were  generally  of  a  mild  nature  and  of  378  cases 
notified  327  were  cases  of  measles  and  26  cases  of  whooping  cough. 


The  improvement  of  houses  under  grants  has  been  steadily  maintained  and 
over  the  last  10  years  this  policy  has  contributed  materially  to  raising  the 
general  standard  of  housing  accommodation. 


The  work  of  the  Health  Department  which  is  increasing  considerably  each 
year  is  carried  out  with  the  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  the  public  but  never¬ 
theless  with  a  firm  hand.  The  technical  staff  under  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  present  a  good  team  who  always  show  competence  and  zeal  in  carrying 
out  the  work.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  Dunning  who  must  necessarily 
undertake  the  responsibility  of  the  day  to  day  work  of  the  Department  and 
constantly  keeps  me  in  the  picture. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  I 


1.  CLIMATOLOGY 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  at  Faversham  was  26.8  inches  being  the 
highest  figure  recorded  for  the  past  three  years.  At  Highsted  Water  Works 
the  figure  recorded  for  1963  was  28.82  inches  -  an  increase  of  6.66  inches 
over  the  figure  for  1962.  The  winter  of  1963  was  considerably  colder  than 
that  of  1962,  the  maximum  temperature  recorded  at  Faversham  for  January,  1963 
being  only  39  degrees  as  compared  with  53  degrees  the  previous  year,  and  the 
minimum  temperature  being  only  8  degrees  as  compared  with  25  degrees  the  year 
before.  Snow  fell  over  Christmas  and  continued  into  the  middle  of  March. 


The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  at  Faversham  in  July  when  a  temp¬ 
erature  of  85  degrees  was  recorded.  This  figure  is  3  degrees  higher  than  the 
highest  figure  recorded  for  1962  although  on  the  whole  temperatures  for  the 
year  were  slightly  lower. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham 
Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Water  Works  and  Johnson  HouSe,  Sittingbourne  can  be 
seen  in  Appendix  f  B '  and  'C'. 


2.  AREA 


The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  is  62,013  acres  -  approximately  97  square 
miles. 


3.  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  district  as  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  21,620  showing  an  increase  of  470  over  last  year's 
figure .

(a)  Birth  Rate  -  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  at  18.3  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  shows  a  very  slight  drop  from  the  figure  for  1962 
(l8.5  per  1,000)  although  the  corrected  birth  rate  of  19.4  per  1,000  is  a 
little  more  than  the  figure  for  1962  of  19.1  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  18.2.

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4 .  INFANT  DEATHS  (Deaths  under  1  year) 


(a)  Infant  Mortality  Rates  -  The  total  infant  deaths  was  5  and  this  gives 
a  rate  of  12.6  per  1,000  live  births. 


There  was  no  illegitimate  infant  death  during  the  year  and  this  means 
the  rate  of  legitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births  was  13.3. 


The  following  tables  show  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  that  occurred  during 
the  year  (Table  i)  and  the  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  for  the  past  18  years  (Table  II).

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.9  per  1,000  live 
births  and  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  It  was  0.7  per  1,000 
below  that  for  1962  (the  figure  for  1962  was  originally  given  as  21.4  but  was 
later  amended  to  21.6). 


(b)  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  (Deaths  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  total  live 
births)  -  There  were  4  deaths  under  4  weeks  old  and  this  gives  a  neo-natal 
rate  of  10.1  per  1,000  total  live  births. 


(c)  Early  Neo-natal  Mortality  is  the  number  of  deaths  under  1  week  per 
1,000  total  live  births  and  as  the  4  cases  mentioned  above  were  also  under  1 
week  the  rate  is  the  same,  namely  10.1. 


(d)  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  is  the  number  of  stillbirths  and  deaths 
under  1  week  per  1,000  total  births.  This  figure  is  9  for  401  births  and  the 
rate  is  therefore  22.4. 
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(e)  Maternal  Mortality  -  No  death  under  this  heading  was  recorded  during 
the  year. 


5.  EXCESS  OF  BIRTHS  OVER  DEATHS 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  150  for  the  year  1965  which  is  7 
less  than  the  figure  for  1962  of  157. 


Table  III  shows  the  number  of  births  and  birth  rates,  death  and  death 
rates  since  1946. 


6.  DEATHS 


(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  or  assigned  to  the  area  during  1965 
was  246,  of  which  125  were  males  and  125  were  females,  as  compared  with  last 
year's  figure  of  255  (l52  males  and  105  females).  As  can  be  seen  from  Table 
III  this  year's  figure  is  the  highest  since  1946.

(b)  The  crude  death  rate  at  11.4  per  1,000  of  the  population  shows  a 
slight  increase  over  that  of  1962  (ll.l  per  1,000).  The  corrected  death  rate 
for  the  Swale  area  is  11.6  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  which 
is  12.2  which  is  0.5  higher  than  that  for  1962.

There  were  378  infectious  disease  notifications  received  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  only  63  in  1962,  an  increase  of  315.  Once  more  Measles 
accounted  for  the  biggest  proportion  of  infectious  diseases  notified  -  being 
327,  of  which  238  were  notified  during  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the 
year.  Of  these  cases  102  came  from  Teynham  and  most  attended  Teynham  School. 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  again  this  year, 

7  cases  as  compared  with  9  in  1962,  all  the  cases  being  very  mild. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  was  4  being 
the  same  number  as  1962  when  it  was  the  lowest  number  recorded  since  1940. 

In  September  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Suspected  Food  Poisoning  at  a 
hop-picker's  camp  at  Boughton.  None  of  the  9  cases  had  eaten  all  the  same 
food.  There  were  no  food  remnants  available  for  examination  and  other  tests 
proved  negative.  All  9  cases  recovered  satisfactorily. 
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Once  again  as  during  the  past  5  years  there  were  no  cases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were,  no  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 

year. 

The  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  was  slightly  less  this  year  being  only  4 
as  compared  with  6  in  1962.  A  total  of  10  patients  from  Swale  Area  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  one  or  more  times  during  the  year.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

(i)  Diphtheria  Immunisation 


Prom  the  figures  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  it 
appears  that  318  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  5  children  aged  between 
5  and  14  years  were  immunised  during  1963.  These  figures  show  an  increase  of 
63  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  over  last  year's  figure  although  there 
is  a  decrease  of  2  children  aged  between  5  to  14  years. 

The  total  number  of  re-inforcing  innoculations  during  1963  was  329  -  an 
increase  of  56  over  last  year's  figure. 


(ii)  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 


The  number  of  children  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  was  331  as 
compared  with  262  in  1962.  No  children  over  the  age  of  10  received  immunis¬ 
ation  against  Whooping  Cough.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
Those  services  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children;  the  provision 
of  Midwives;  Home  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing;  Vaccination  and  Immunisation; 
Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-Care  and  the  Domestic  Health  Service. 
Mental  Welfare  and  the  treatment  and  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  tfater  Supply 


There  are  only  16  isolated  houses  in  the  rural  district  that  have  not  the 
benefit  of  a  supply  of  main  water. 


The  parishes  of  Hartlip  and  Upchurch  are  supplied  by  the  Medway  Water 
Board,  Bobbing,  Iwade,  Lower  Halstow  and  Newington  by  the  Sittingbourne  and 
Milton  Urban  District  Council;  and  the  remaining  parishes  by  the  Mid  Kent 
Water  Company. 


There  has  been  an  extension  of  some  600  yards  to  mains  of  various  sizes 
for  serving  new  development  in  the  area  and  258  yards  of  mains  in  connection 
with  the  M2  Motorway.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


(a)  Lynsted  Sewerage  A  scheme  for  pumping  sewage  from  a  further  25 
houses  in  Lynsted  village  into  the  existing  sewer  and  also  the  connection  of 
a  further  10  properties  at  Claxfield  was  about  85$  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


(b)  Pare  Sewerage  The  sewers  necessary  to  connect  the  Oare  sewerage 
system  to  the  Faversham  system  have  been  laid  but  the  actual  connection  has 
not  yet  been  made. 


(c)  Howt  Green,  Bobbing  Sewerage  At  the  end  of  the  year  400  lin.  yards 
of  6"  diameter  sewer  had  been  laid  and  work  was  about  50$  completed  for 
connecting  8  properties  to  the  Sittingbourne  Urban  District  Council's  sewer 
in  Bramblefield  Lane. 


(d)  Key  Street  Sewerage  A  start  was  made  on  the  sewering  of  the  Key  _ 
Street  area  of  Bobbing  and  Borden  and  the  construction  of  400  lin.  yards  of  6" 
and  9”  diameter  sewers  was  completed  in  1963. 


3.  Public  Cleansing 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

As  a  result  of  work  study  it  was  found  that  a  driver/loader  on  an  open 
lorry  was  the  most  efficient  form  of  collection  in  this  district.  This  scheme 
is  being  gradually  introduced  and  was  commenced  by  the  introduction  of  two 
such  vehicles  with  a  third  part-time. 


The  Track  Marshall,  purchased  in  April,  has  proved  most  satisfactory  in 
the  control  of  Cryall's  Refuse  Tip. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying 


At  the  most  recent  count  there  were  some  2,266  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  being  emptied  by  the  Council. 

With  5  vehicles  in  operation  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  2  monthly 
service  despite  the  fact  that  we  now  have  but  one  useful  tip  in  addition  to 
the  3  sewage  works;  this  of  course  entails  a  very  much  greater  mileage. 


Some  pressure  on  the  service  is  felt  during  times  of  staff  illness  and 
at  heavy  seasonal  demands,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  completion  of  the  Key 
Street  sewerage  scheme  will  help  to  relieve  this  problem. 


4.  Public  Conveniences 


In  these  days  of  increased  travelling  the  provision  of  public  conven¬ 
iences  in  all  districts  is  most  necessary.  Three  of  the  parishes  in  the 
district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington  where  the  building  was  erected  by  the 
Council  and  Doddington  and  Green  Street  where  suitable  arrangements  have  been 
made  between  the  Council  and  owners  and  tenants  of  the  public  houses  'The 
Chequers'  and  'The  Swan'  for  the  use  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses 
by  the  public. 

The  Council  are  now  considering  proposals  for  building  a  public  conven¬ 
ience  in  Boughton. 

5 .  Rodent  Control 

One  man  is  employed  for  this  purpose  and  is  engaged  full  time  on  survey 
work  and  the  clearance  of  infestation  found.  Treatment  at  private  houses  is 
included  in  the  service  given  by  the  Council,  but  occupiers  of  business 
premises  are  required  to  pay  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  before  treatment 
is  started.  Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  owner  or  occupier  wishing  to 
carry  out  disinfestation  of  his  own  premises.

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SECTION  VII 


HOUSING 


'Slum'  Clearance 


The  number  of  houses  demolished,  21  and  closed,  12,  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year's  figures  of  15  and  9  respectively  but  is  still  lower  than  the  total 
of  45  in  1961.  There  were  24  houses  built  by  the  Council  in  1963  and  33  people 
in  10  families  were  displaced  from  unfit  premises  and  rehoused. 

As  the  original  'slum  clearance'  programme  was  nearing  completion  the 
problem  was  re-assessed  and  a  report  submitted  to  the  Council  in  July,  1962. 
After  due  consideration  of  this  report  and  the  probable  building  potential  a 
programme  for  dealing  with  176  houses  in  the  next  five  years  was  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  for  approval  in  March,  1963.  This  approval  was  given  in  February, 
1964. 


During  the  year  49  premises  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  47  houses  on  which  Demolition  or  Clos¬ 
ing  Orders  had  been  made  were  still  occupied. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  continues  to 
make  a  useful  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  in  the 
area. 


Discretionary  Grants 


A  total  of  41  applications  covering  53  dwellings  of  which  25  were  owner 
occupied  and  28  tenanted,  was  approved  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  work 
involved  was  £36,722  and  grants  of  £16,640  were  approved. 
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Standard  Grants 


During  the  year  18  applications  covering  22  dwellings  of  which  14  were 
owner  occupied  and  8  tenanted  were  approved.  Grants  of  £365  6s.  were  paid  in 
respect  of  4  dwellings,  where  the  total  cost  of  work  was  £775  2s.

New  Houses 


A  total  of  180  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Of  this  figure  156 
were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  24  by  the  Council,  as  compared  with  last 
year's  figures  which  were  182  and  36  respectively. 
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Hop  Pickers  Camps 


Two  camps  were  closed  this  year  and  this  makes  a  total  of  10  camps  in 
use,  but  some  to  a  very  small  extent.  Approximately  310  huts  are  used  and 
accommodating  some  1,200  pickers. 


Caravans 


There  are  27  sites  licensed  to  accommodate  184  caravans  in  the  district. 
Of  these  184  caravans,  38  are  for  temporary  use  by  employees  working  on  the 
construction  of  the  M2  Motorway,  and  will  therefore  be  leaving  the  area 
shortly.  There  are  32  stationed  on  2  sites  provided  by  the  contractors  and  6 
on  5  smaller  private  sites. 


At  Upchurch  in  the  western  end  of  the  district  there  is  one  site  which 
has  now  been  extended  to  take  90  caravans,  and  at  Graveney,  where  there  is  a 
site  for  24  caravans,  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  ownership  of  the  land  and 
an  extension  of  time  has  been  granted  for  the  completion  of  the  works  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  the  licence.  The  licences  for  these  2  sites  are  for 
full  residential  use,  but  there  is,  also  at  Graveney,  a  site  for  6  caravans  for 
holiday  use  only. 

This  leaves  26  caravans  on  17  sites  dispersed  throughout  the  district.
